Just what happened in thig. latest 
battle of the gargs is half a matter 
of conjecture, half a matter of piecing 
together information coming out from 
neighbors of the bucolic shack in 
which the followers of Charles Bir- 
ger, Egypt's most picturesque gang- 
ster, stacked their machine guns, their 
bombs and other lethal implements of 
modern gang warfare. % 

It is generally believed that the 
fight must have been the result of 
an attack on the Birger stronghold by 
the enemies of the gang, the Sheltons 
and their followers. It is believed 


that Carl Shelton, the only one of 
the three Shelton boys who is at 
present not in jail, must have led 
the attacking force. 

Indications of Fight. 

Indications outside the ruins of the 
cabin and of its lighting plant, which 
also was demolished, are that there 
was hand-to-hand fighting. Thirty 
feet forward from the door—towards 
Highway 13, on which the Birgers of 
late always kept a machine gun 
trained—there was a large pool of 
blood. From thig leading toward the 
ruined cabin itself a body appeared 
to have been dragged. 

Sheriff Orin Coleman, of William- 
son county; Sheriff Lige Turner, of 
Saline county; Coroner Bell, of Wil- 
liamson, and other officials, believe 
that one or two of the bodies found 
in the ruins may be those of members 
of the attacking party. They believe 
that Steve George may have seized 
them, wounded, and dragged them 
into the burning cabin to finish them. 
Or perhaps, they say, the attacking 
party, not caring to be hampered 
with their dead, threw them into the 
pyre. 

There is. some conjeéfure that the 
bombs which were expléded may have 
been dropped on the cabin by air- 
plane. This is not generally credited, 
but it is a well-formed theory—and 
with some bagis. Last fall Shady 
Rest was attacked in just such man- 
ner. An airplane circled above the 
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One of these bombs exploded in the 
woods some distance from Shady 
Rest. Two others which were drop- 
ped nearer the cabin were duds—or 
supposed to be duds—at any rate 
op did not explode and the Birgers 
gathered them in and put them on 
exhibition among their own followers 
in the lighting plant near the cabin 
which was destroyed this morving. 

Perhaps; say the authorities, per- 
haps these were the bombs that were 
exploded during the fighting this 
morning. Perhaps they were set off 
by the firing of the lighting plant. 
But there had been a report that the 
Birgers had buried these in the woods 
gome time ago against just such a 
yossibility. It is more generally be- 
lieved that the attacking gang carried 
bombs or hand grenades with them 
and that they tossed them in the 
cabin and about it while tne fighting 
was on. 

The fighting between the forces of 
the Ku Klux Klan and its enemies in 
southern Illinois, followed by the 
present warfare of che bitter bootleg 
gangs, in the part five years, has 
taken a toll of some sixty odd lives. 
It has claimed the lives of two 
mayors—Jeff Stone, of Celp, a small 
town in Williamson county, nnd Joe 
Adams, c{ West City, in Franklin 
counts.

' Service Opens Monday. 


The telephoto service will be estab- 
lished on a commercial basis Monday 
morning, and it is stated that ar- 
rangements have already been made 
by business houses and newspapers 
for photographs to be transmitted to 
Atlanta for commercial use. The per- 
sonnel handling this feature of the 
work are: D. Sandy, commercial 
representative; G, A. Glander, tele- 
photo representative; W. lL. Overton, 
engineer in charge; H. R. Turner, R. 
E. Shivers and H. O. Wheeler, trans- 
mission men; H. H. Lyle and H. G. 
Howe, photographers. 

Atlanta is now one of the seven 
cities in the United States, and that 
means in the world, wlere telephoto- 
graphs may be sent and _ received. 
This was no less surprising to the 
visitors than the fact that pictures 
received over the wires are perfect 
reproductions of the originals. Those 
received Sunday were so clear in 
every detail that it was impossible to 
detect the fact that they had been 
transmitted by wire. 

Sent in Seven Minutes. 


Another feature which caused sur- 
prise and interest was the speed with 
which pictures were sent and re 
ceived. Only seven minutes was re- 
quired to transmit a picture, exclusive 
of the time necessary for preparing 
the picture and developing and print- 
ing it. 

It all looks simple when you see it 
done. * But behind that simplicity is 
an long story of research aloag many 
lines of electrical and optical science. 
No one person or inventor is respon* 
sible for the wonderful machine. It 
represents the coordination of a num- 
ber of inventions and discoveries— 
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Bell had before he invented the tele- 
phone about’ 50 years ago. 


Bell had in mind at one time the} 


utilization of harmonic vibrations-and 
light to transmit communications. 
problem was how to do it. He was 
never able to solve it.. Curiously 
enough, this telephonic device for 
transmitti pictures. combines the 
very principles he had in mind at 
that timé—only ,in a way more 
wonderful .than anything he had 
dreamed of. ' 

: Two Machines. 


There are two machines, one trans- 


mittiag and the other receiving. No 
matter how far distant these two ma- 
chines are, the cylinders in both re- 
volve at exactly the same rate of 
speed. The speed is regulated by a 
tuning fork at exactly the same vibra- 
tary power. 

After a positive has been made on 
a film from a negative, the same 
kind of film that is used in ordinary 
pictures, -the film is placed in a litile 
cylinder which looks something like 
an old-fashioned phonograph cylinder. 
Inside this cylinder is a photoelectric 
cell—the practical basis of the whole 
thing. A _ pencil of light is now 
thrown on the cylinder as it revolves. 
This pencil of light -passes through 
po film and touches the photoelectric 
cell, 


’ 


The ncil of light in passing 
through the film picture varies in den- 
sity according to the light and shade 
of the picture. These variations of 
density in the light are caught by the 
photoelectric cell. 


Actual Transmission. 


Then comes the real business of. 
transmission. The variation~ in the 


| density of light are reflected in the} 


electric wave that flows from the 
photoelectric cell into an amplifier 
from which the electric current flows 
over the wires to the instrument at 
the receiving end. 

This instrument at the receiving 
end ‘of the line also has a cylinder 


moving exactly in harmony with the 
cylinder at the-transmitiing ead. On 
this cylinder is placed a_ sensitized 
film negative. On this negative a 
pencil of light is thrown and that pen- 
cil of light ig governed in its intensity 
by the d@psity of the light which 
strikes the photoelectric cell at the 
transmitting end. 

Before that pencil of light strikes 
the sensitive. negative it passes 
through a light valve in which the 
électrie current coming over the wire 
is translated into a light current ex- 
actly the same voltrme and density as 
at the start. In other words, light is 
translated rato a variable electric cur- 
rent by means of the photoelectric cell 
and translated back to light by means 
of the light valve at the receiving 
end. _So that exactly the same de- 
gree of light strikes the negative as 
issues from the positive at the other 
end of the line. 

The whole thing consists in being 
able to translate light vibratigas of 
varying density into electric vibra- 
tions and translating these electric 
vibrations back in exactly the right 
way to light vibrations. 

Controlled By Tuning Forks. . 

There are motors on both machines 
to tura the cylinders and these mo- 
tors are controlled by electrically-op- 
erated tuning forks. The motors are 
known as phonic wheels or impulse 
motors. They are synchronized over 
the same wires that the picture cur- 
rent travels, but the synchronization 
is effected by means of .a much lower 
frequency carrier than the picture 
traasmission. The pictures go on a 
high frequency current of 1300 evycles 
a second and the cylinders on a cur- 
rent of 400 cycles a second. 


Roughly, this deseribes the ma- 
chine and the mechanism, It is a 
wonderful device and the uses to 
which it can aad will be put are le- 
gion. The photograph of a page of 
print can be transmitted as accurate- 
ly as a scene. In this way advertise- 
ments to appear simultaneously in the 
papers of New York, Boston, Cleve- 
land, Atlanta, Chicago, San Francisco 
and Jos Augeles can be forwarded 
the night before their appearance, so 
that not only the copy is sent but 
also the type display and form of 
advertisement. 


Photographs of fingerprints can be 
transmitted instantaneously to points 
far apart. Ja fact, there is nothing 
that can be photographed but can be 
transmitted accurately by this latest 
device of the telephone company. It 
ranks with radio as one of the elec- 
trical wonders of the age. 

At present, individual pictures can 
be sent from Atlanta to the other 
cities of the chain for $15 to $35, 
according to the distance. <A _ picture

area in the theater, ambulances con- 
tinued to hurry frem the numerous 
temporary hospitals either to the gen- 
eral institutions or to the city morgue. 
Bodies Placed in Morgue. 

At the morgue, in long lines lay 
more than three score bodies, most of 
them pitifully immeture. At least 
anotper score, among them only a few 
adulf®, were in four general hospitals. 

All through the afternoon the toll 
mounted and until late tonight fathers 
and mothers and elder sisters and 
brothers made a pilgrimage from _hos- 
pital to hospital, to the gray building 
with the gay posters still flying in 
the lobby, and then again to the hos- 
pitals, seeking some still missing 


Virtually all dead were taken from 
a stairway barely 30 feet long, lead- 
ing from the eastern end of the thea- 
ter gallery to the street. 

Ten minutes encompassed the whole 
tragedy. 

Scene in Coroner’s -Court. 

Probably unparalleled was the scene 

in Coroner McMahon’s court. Over 
the last 40 years McMahon has sat 
upon sudden deaths in Montreal grow- 
ing out of crime and accident. He 
called a special term today to permit 
relatives to claim the bodies of their 
dead. 
Stretched before his bench, a long 
line of taunt-faced or weeping fathers 
and mothers waited each their turn 
to answer the simple questions which 
would assert their right to remove the 
body. 

The coroner usually put just two 
questions: Did the adult accompany 
the child today? Did the child have 
permission ‘to attend the theater to- 
day? To the first the answer was 
in most cases negative, to the second 
it was negative in 75 per cent of the 
cases. ' 

Despite the brief ceremony, the 
“death line” in front of the aged 
coroner grew longer until it led down- 
stairs anil to the outer ‘door. 

And more and more grief-stricken 
joined it as the evening wore on. 

Crowd to Early Show. 

From the crisp January sunshine, 

troops of rosy-cheeked youngsters had 


crowded to the earlyfshow,. their an- | 


ticipation whetted by - vivid posters 
outside barely hinting the thrills of 
the broad comedy on the program. 

Both the pit and the low gallery 
were well filled and the entering 
bustle had but died down when the 
cry of “fire” echoed through the 
house. 

Later reports questioned that a 
boy patron had screamed, but declared 
it was an usher who shouted to those 
on the lower floor to take their time 
in reaching the doors leading at once 
to the street. There was not the 
semblance of disorder in the orches- 
tra, the management reported. From 
the gallery. however, a tide of chil- 
dren was flowing toward the twin 
stairs leading to the sidewalk. 

The western stairway was clear, and 
the situation seemed equally good on 
the eastern stairway when something 
blocked the flow. 

Panic Seizes, Children. 

Perhaps a boy or girl in the van, 
pressed suddenly from the rear, 
stumbled and fell. Behind were 
serried ranks and panic seized those 
in the still more distant rear. There 
Was a surge and the stairway be- 
came a near-solid, suffocating, groan- 
ing. shrieking and dying mass. 

Firemen and policemen were on the 
spot instantly. The blaze became sec- 
ondary. Many of the children were 
rescued from the jam, though 20 men 
pulling on a contsable’s sturdy leath- 
er belt could not snatch one little fel- 
low from death. 

Practiced eyes saw the need for 
heroic measures. Holes were chopped 
through the wooden siairs, directly 
under the jam of bodies; another hole 
Was made in a wall. Firemen formed 
a human chain, and gradually under- 
mined. the mass. 

Most of those taken from this stair- 
way already were dead. But now 
and then unfrequently the massed 
figures would stir and moan. These 
were passed to the quickly assembled 
doctors and their emergency kits and 
to the priests, stopping to administer 
last riteg to young communicants. 

Lines of police, thrown quickly 
around the theater block, held off 
crowds of parents who insisted their 
children still were in the building. 
Firemen and medical forces quickly es- 
tablished information centers and 
either the four hospitals or the morgue 
soon was able to answer anxious 
queries. , 
Crucifix Tops Scene. 

Tn Yach mortuary chamber the cru- 
cifix topped an unforgettable scene. 
Under the brilliant lights, stretched 
on the shining- gray-tinted floors, lay 
the price of that stairway jam. 

Bright red mufflers, green swéat- 
ers, round-toed little shoes, touching 
tousled hair in the next rank, uprais- 
ed fists, chubby faces, some wrinkled 
and distorted. Relatives were admitted 
two or three at a time. 

Taken to Hospitals. 

Ten children injured in the fire are 
in Notre Dame hospital, one beyond 
hope of recovery. Their ages range 
from 10 to 16 years. 

Five children were taken to Royal 
Victoria hospital, the youngest seven. 
One died. Six injured are in the 
Montreal general hospital. 

Joseph Vallez owed his escape to a 
break in the front wall made by fire- 
mén. He occupied a balcony seat, 
near the projection reom. He saw 
flames breaking through the floor in 
the aisieway. 4 

At the same time he felt hot air 
blowing on him from the back, and his 
idea was that the fire started in the 
projection room. 

Those in the baleony quickly be- 
came panic-stricken and cries of fire 
precipitated a similar panic in other 
parts of the house. Vallee, with the 
others, rushed for one of the two 
stairways and was caught in a crush 
of fleeing ptérsons. He finally got 
down the stairway and was pulled 
the hole in the wall made 
by firemen. 

On a cot opposite lay Jean Paul 
Pacquet, 10. He forgot his pain to 
ask if his parents reached the street 
safely. He was with them when the 
fire broke out, but lost them. 

Another boy had little iden of what 
happened to him except that his cloth- 
ing caught. fire and domeone turned 
a hose on him. When he regained 
consciousness he was in an ambulance 
en the way to the hospital.

‘In $30,000,000 Tax Suit 


Government Seeks To Re- 
cover Vast Sum in Tax- 
es From Former Minor- 
ity Stockholders. 


Detroit, Mich., January 9.—Secrets 
of Henry Ford's vast wealth and an 
ancient feud between U. 8. Senator 
James Couzens and Secretary of the 
Treasury Mellon were being debated 
by some 50 lawyers and their assist- 
ants Sunday, on the eve of a $30,000,- 


000 tax suit which will be aired in a 
hotel ballroom here Tuesday. 

Efforts are being made to clear 
away a multitude of the issues in- 
volved in the government’s demand 
that Couzens, heading the list of orig- 
inal Ford stockholders pay $9,445,- 
303.10 in back taxes. This sum rep- 
resents practically one-third of what 
the internal revenue defiartment, un- 
der Mellon, is seeking to recover from 
nine minority stockholders. 

Three members of the federal board 
of tax appeals will sit in judgment 
upon the case, which promises to be 
the biggest tax fight in American his- 


tory. 
Feud Plays Small Part. 

Attorneys for both sides insist that 
the well-known feud between Couzens 
and Mellon, which began when the 
former disclosed rebates to Pennsylva- 
nia banks and similar incidents, will 
play small part in the proceedings. 

“The case will be tried upon its 
merits,” both sides declared Sunday. 
“But aside from the expose of the auto- 
mobile manufacturer’s tremendous 
wealth, interest still will center upon 
the drive of Mellon’s young men 
agdinst the fortune of the Croesus 
of the senate.”’ 

In March, 1925, after Couzens had 
exposed certain phases of tax rebate, 
Mellon announced that the Michigan 
senator himself owed nearly $10,000.- 
000 in income taxes for 1919. It is 
this sum which now is involved through 
the internal revenue bureau, Mellon 
claimed that profits of the sale of mi- 
nority stock to Henry and Edsel Ford 
in 1919 for $100,000,000, had been un- 
derestimated by tax collectors of the 
Wilson administration. 

Truckloads of Documents. 

Several truckloads of documents 
which for years have been secrets to 
Wall street, await the sound of gavel 
to become public property. 

Alexander W. Gregg, 27-year-old 
general counsel of the internal revenue 
bureau, who heads the government le- 
gal staff, was alert to the prospect 
of “a great fight” and the same feel- 
ing was evident among the stockhold- 
ers’ counsel. 

“There are but two issues involved 
in this case,” Gregg told the United 
‘News. “First, one of fact bearing 
on what the stock of the Ford Motor 
company was worth on March 1, 1913, 
when the federal income tax law went 
into effect; second, one of law rela- 
tive to the competency of the original 
government valuation, established in 
1919 just prior to the sale.’’ 

The transaction on which the pres- 
ent case is based dates to 1919 when 
Henry Ford, after threatening to with- 
draw from the company and establish 
a rival concern unless permitted to 
use dividends of the company for de- 


) 1913, and stipulated 


velopment, bought up all outstanding 
stock. 

Before the sale was consummated, 
the government was asked to set a 
fyalue on the stock as of March 1, 
that $9,400 a 


share was a fair value. When the 


stock was sold back to Ford for prices 
ranging from $12,500 to $13,444.53 per 
share, the government levied a $20,- 
000,000 tax on the difference between 
$9,400 and the sale price. 

Subsequently, however, the govern- 
ment held that $9,400 was too low 
a value, and tacked on an additional 
assessment of more than $30,000, 
The contention of the government, 
according to Gregg, is that a “mis- 
take’? was made in the first valua- 
tion and furthermore that the original 
value was not binding. 

Counsel for the taxpayers, on the 
other hand, insist that “Ford got a 
bargain,” that he was able to get the 
stock at the price he did only because 
he had threatened to “cut the legs out 
from under the company,” and in any 
event, that the original government 
valuation is a binding legal reality. 

Gregg will direct the government's 
case and Joseph E, Davies, former fed- 
eral commissioner of corporations, will 
present the major arguments for the 
taxpayers.

Florida’s recovery from the defla- 
tion following the collapse of the 
hectic land boom of 1925 has been 
marvelous.

Health Talks

LET’S COUNT OUR VITAMINES. 


First we had better pronounce thezn 
vi-tamins, accenting the first syllatie 
and making the eye long. Some peogle 
think they are pronounced like vit- 
tels. : 

As nearly as I can learn, there are 
about half a dozen vitamins now post- 
ulated. They are designated vitamin 
A. vitamin B, vitamin V. vitamin L), 
vitamin E and so on. No one has 
identified a vitamin as yet, and so lI 
say the vitamins are postulated, as- 
as substances. 

Vitamin A is present in certain 
fats, such as butter. egg yolk and cod 


liver oil. Natural sources of vitamin 


A are fresh. milk, spinach, lettuce, 
water cress, celery leaves, beet greens, 
turnip tops, radish tops and other 
leafy vegetables. Carrots and other 
vellow pigmented roots such as sweet 
potatoes contain vitamin A and in 
greater amounts than do red pigmented 
roots such as beets or white roots sueb 
as potatoes, turnips, parsnips or rad- 
ishes, Yellow corn contains vitamin 
A, but white corn does not. Vitamin 
A is present in liver, kidney and 
sweetbreads but not in muscle or flesh 
meat and only little of it in animal 
or vegetable or nut fats in general. 

A supply of vitamin A is essentizl 
in the diet to enable the body to de- 
velop full normal or natural immu- 
nity again cri (common respiratory 
infections), and to prevent ophthalm::, 
a form of eye disease rarely encoun- 
tered in the United States but net 
rare among the poorly nourished chil- 
dren of the Orient. and sometimes 
found in Denmark, Labrador, Japan 
and Newfoundland. In Newfoundland 
this ophthalmia has been the cause 
of considerable night blindness among 
the fishermen and their families, wa» 
subsist for most of the year on u 
diet of white bread, pork, salt fish, 
raisins and tea, 

When the diet is deficient in vitamin 
A, no tears are prodced, the eyeball 
becomes dry, and then ulcer of the 
cornea or other damage follows. In 
animals there is a failure also w 
produce saliva and eating becomes im- 
possible because the mvuth is so dry. 
Japanese and Manchurian children su‘- 
fering trom deprivation of vitamin A 
make facial grimaces as though cry- 
ing, but no sound. Chickens deprived 
of vitamin A do not grow, develop 
ophthalmia and uric acid concretious 
in the kidneys—the kidneys feel like 
bags of sand. 

_ Vitamin A is destroyed by oxida- 
tion, so that prolonged heating on 
cooking of foods containing it destroys 
the vitamin, though ordinary cooking 
does not necessarily destroy all of it. 

Liver has been fed to sufferers from 
ophthalmia in Japan and India for 
years as a cure. In India they some- 
times applied fresh raw liver locally 
to the eres. 

Liver is one of the best sources of 
vitamin A. Ordinary cooking doesn't 
destroy the factor in liver. Cook] 
liver as an article of diet has earned 
a certain reputation as a remedy tu 
lower high blood pressure and as a 
remedy for severe anemia. How much 
value the food has for these purpos2s 
I am unable to say. At any rate, it 
does no harm to eat it frequently. 

Vitamin A, then, is necessary for 
normal growth of younger animals or 
children, for the development of fall 
immunity agains: respiratory infec- 
tions, for the prevention of dry eyes, 
ophthalmia and night blindness (whieh 
means inability to see even in slight 
darkness). This vitamin is not easily 
destroyed by heating or cooking. Good 
sources of vitamin A are butter, fresh 
milk, egg yolk, cod liver oil, liver, 
sweetheads, green leafy relishes, .car- 


bast sweet potatoes, bananas.

that topic. 

Even when the bidding has given 
Declarer a fairly accurate idea of the 
general character of the hand he is 
to have as his Dummy, he never can 
be exactly sure how his combined 
hands should be developed and co- 
ordinated until he sees and studies his 
entire 26 cards. As the laws of the 
game provide that the touching of a 
card in Dummy (unless for the pur- 
pose of arranging) is the playing of 
that card, a Declarer should be care- 
ful not to commit himself to that ex- 
tent until he has given both of his 
hands most eareful serutiny and con- 
sideration. Sometimes it is of rital 
importance, when the first trick ean 
be won in either hand, that the Dum- 
my hand should be selected for that 
purpose, and there may be other points 
in connection with the play of the 
first trick which can be satisfactorily 
developed only by a bit of careful 
consideration. The first trick should 
be played not upon the basis of that 
trick alone, but in harmony with the 
tricks which are to follow; and that 
cannot be done unless the Declarer 
has determined in advance upon the 
method of play he will adopt. The 
consideration of this vitally important 
subject will be continued tomorrow.

“Business throughout the country 
is constantly demonstrating its faith 
in the honesty of the American peo- 
ple. But nowhere is this faith better 


yourself’ automobile rental business,” 
declared Neal Begley, who is in this 
city today in the interests of the 
Hertz Drive-Ur-Self corporation, of 
Chicago. The Hertz corporation con- 
trols the operations of more than 150 
Hertz Drive-Ur-Self stations and also 
has affiliated licensed operators, which 
niakes drive-ur-self service available 
to the public in more than 300 cities in 
this country and in Canada. 

Mr. Begley is a vice president of the 
Hertz corporation, of Chicago, division 
of General Motors. He is in charge 
of the southeast division and is located 
in Chicago. 
here, Mr. Begley will visit points in 
North Carolina, South Carolina and 
Georgia, which states are operated 
from headquarters in Atlanta, and in 
Mississippi, Alabama and Louisiana, 
operated from Birmingham. 


“Renting a Drive-Ur-Self car,” 


said 


simple a matter as the old-time prac- 
tice of ‘hiring a rig’ from the livery 
stable of 25 years ago. Yet renters 
take cars -valued from $750 to $2,500 
and use thém for business or pleasure 
purposes, and with a minimum of red 


tape. 
Few Theft Efforts. 

“The simplicity of this arrangement, 
combined with the fact that the renter 
of a driye-ur-self car pays only for 
the service used,” Mr. Begley said, 
“is one which appeals strongly to the 
‘individual as well as to the business or- 
ganization. Thousands of persons 
from Maine to California and -from 
Florida to Oregon make use daily of 
drive-ur-self cars. Yet only a neg- 
ligible proportion of these cars are put 
to other than proper uses; and the 
numbér of attempts to steal such cars 
is a very small percentage. 

“Some of the reasons for the fast- 
increasing use of drive-ur-self service,” 
Mr. Begley said, “are the convenience, 
‘the low expense, the fact that the 
| equipment is always maintained at a 
‘high standard and ready to go on 
short or long trips at a moment's 
i notice. Susiness houses encourage 

their traveling representatives to use 
this service because it enables the 
traveling salesman to cover much more 
territory at less cost and with no loss

“Crooks shun the drive-ur-self serv- 
ice,” said Mr. Begley, “for two im- 
portant reasons; first because’ the 
drive-ur-self station operator has a 
pretty complete description of every 
renter, and second because the cus- 
tomer signs his name to a _ rental 
agreement. Neither of these condi- 
tions hampers or inconveniences the or- 
dinary person who wants to rent a 
ear; but to the dishonest, such a pro- 
cedure carries an implication of dan- 
ger for him. 

“Another reason why the dishonest 
person doesn’t want to try to make 
away with a drive-ur-self car,” said 
Mr. Begley, “is that the drive-ur-self 
corporation maintains a very efficient 
missing car bureau, which, with ag- 
gressive cooperation from federal and 
local authorities, has a high record of 
recoveries and @convictions of car 
thieves. The would-be car thief much 
prefers to take the car of some pri- 
vate citizen, knowing that the risks 
\ are much less. a. 

Advantage to Travelers. 

“Persons who travel,” said Mr. Beg- 
ley, “are finding many advantages 
from the use of the Hertz Drive-Ur-

NEW HIGH RECORDS 
SET IN INDUSTRY 


Nineteen twenty-six was a many- 
sided year, with a curious blending of 
relative active trade and 
industry, with others of apparently 
lageg'ng production. and distribution 
that renders generalization § difficult, 
according to Bradstreet trade torecast. 
Contrary to the experience of some 
recent years, there were in many in- 
stances two periods of peak produc- 
tion in industry and at least two high 
points, months apart. in the stock 
market, with low levels during reac- 
tions between: whereas. trade was ap- 
parently at its best in the late summer 
and early autumn se far as wholesale 
distribution was concerned. Retail 
trade was, of course, at its peak for 
the year in the late fall, when cold 
weather. snow and holiday buving all 
united to make business good.

The steel and cement 
industries, the automebile business, 
the electrical industry and the build- 
ing trade showed wonderful strength 
and evinced an unexpected ability to 
avoid overproduction, which is, and 
has been, the bugbear of American 
industry, since it was demonstrated 
that industry, as a result of war-time 
accretions, is apparently capable of 
satisfying a larger demand than it 
seems possible to create, despite the 
high earning ability and spending 
power of the people of this country. 
Industry, in fact, seemed to have gone 
forward at a studied pace, and, with 
competition in the automobile trade 


perhaps excepted, with a keen regard | 
for avoiding the pitfalls of overproduc- 
tion. 

The financial interests of the coun 
try, taken as a whole, went through 
the year with remarkable success, the 
heavy break in the stock market in 


March having been weathered without 
injury, and the flattening out of the 
real estate booms at about the same 
time, leading to less than apprehended 
trouble. The failure record was a full 
one, second only to that of 1922, in 
fact, and the volume of. liabilities. 
swelled by a record-breaking total of 
western and southern bank suspen- 
sions, was the fourth largest in the 
country’s history. The causes gener- 
ally assigned for the large numbers 
of failure of banks in the west—froz- 
en assets mainly located in high-priced 
farm lands—would seem to point to 
the liquidation proceeding from the} 


great deflation having not yet been 
completed, 

Perhaps the most notable feature of 
the year’s operations, and one which 
economists are not yet agreed upon as 
regards ultimate results, was ‘the fact 
that the great business of the vear 


was done at a, generally speaking. 
steadily lowering of price levels, That 
falling prices act to retard buying is 
generally asserted, whereas it is, per- 
haps, not so generally conceded that 
fallen prices act as a direct incentive 
to increased consumption. The past 
year has certainly seen in the automo- 
bile, tire, sugar, cotton, rubber and 
a variety of other lines, instances of 
reduced prices widening the circle of 
distribution ; whereas, the fear of price 
reductions may be read in the past 
three years’ complaints of hand-to-
